Bufthman Koi>> Free State, April 2.— 
The Brtthita, oommradtd by Colonel 
Broadwood, consisting of the Tenth 

Hussars, Household cavalry, two 
horse batteries and a force of mounted 
Intentry under Colonel Pilcber, which 
had b««n garrtwrntnt Thaba NiObu. 
was obliged in consequenc* of the near 
V approach of a large force of Boers to 
leave. Colonel Broadwood marched to 
the Bloemfontein waterworks, south of 
the Modder, where he encamped. At 
early dawn the camp waii ehelled by 
the enemy from a near point. Colonel 
Broadwood sent a convoy with the bat- 
teries. While the rest of the force re- 
mained to act «• A rear guard.. The 
convoy arrived at a deep spruit, where 
the Boers were concealed, iand the en- 
tire body walked Into ambush and was 
captured, together with six guns. The 
loss of life was not great, since most 
of the British had walked into the 
trjip before a shot was fired. General 
Colvilie's division arrived here at noon 
Sunday and be Is now shelling the 
Boers. 

Iloer Prisoners III. 
Cave Town, April 2.— The departure 
of the British traneporis with the Boer 
prisoners for St. Helena has been de- 
layed, in consequence of the increased 
Bickness among the prisoners. Twelve 
ha.Te died during the week. ''Arrange- 
ments ve being made to prevent orer- 
crowdlng. The prisoners do not com- 
plain o< their treatment or their food. 
Many of General Cronje's men when 
captured wste completely worn out 
with the hardshij» they had uhdergoae, 
and little strength was left thM& to 
fight disease. 

An EflPpotive Mode. 

London, April 2.— E.vpent Si>encor 
Wilkinson says: The attack on Thaba 
N'Ohu and the convoy is a sample of 
the mode in which the Boers will try 
to conduct the war. It is a legitimate 
mode and the mosit effectlT* for Boer 
purpoeee. So long as the Boer army 
kesps tlie field, such attacks will em- 
barrass the British, and perhaps the 
best way to get rid of the difficulty is 
by a swift advance and docislTS blOWS 
against the main Boer army. 

Rallying the Burghers. 
Maseru, Basutoland, April 2.— Presi- 
dent Steyn is reported to have gone to 
lAdybnad to itlr up the burghers 
there to resistance. The Boers have 
removed from the Immediate vicinity 
of Platttberg and takAi up a command- 
ing position adjacent. The Putcb, who 
•orrsndered their arms at LAdybrand. 
are now raStrtng saiaorea of their live 
stock.

Want Independence. 
' Waahlngton, April 2.— The sub<om 

mlttee of the senate, which went to 
Cuba for the purpose of investigating 
conditions on the Island, has returned 
to Washington. Senator Piatt (Conn.), 
chairman of the sub-oommlttee, said 
"We saw and conversed with a great 
many prominent and leading men from 
all portions of the island. It may bt 
said of all classes in Cuba, that they 
are looking to the establishment of an 
independent govenunent, a Cuban re- 
public. A few are Impaitient and wish 
for immediate and complete Indepen- 
dence. All are looking forward to the 
municipal eleoUona that are to take 
place In the latter part of May.'regard 
ing such elections as the first step 
toward the establishment of the new 
government. There are great possi- 
bilities In the Island. It Is fertile, has 
great national resources and la capable 
of supporting a population four o^ five 
times larger than it numbers at 
present." 

Located the Magnetic Pole. 

Wellington, New Zealand, April 
The exploring steamer Southern Crosx, 

bearing Mr. C. C. Borchgrevlnk and 
the survivors of the south polar ex- 
pedition fitted out in 1888 by Sir 
George Newnee of London, arrived 
here. Mr. Borchgrevlnk reports that 
the magnetic needle pole has been lo- 
cated. Air. lian.sau, one of the zoolo- 
gists who started with the expedition, 
died on the voyage. The Borchgrevlnk 
expedition left Hobart, Tasmania, for 
the Antartic region on December 19, 
1M8. ^ 

China Settles. 
Pekin, April 2.— The Chinese gov- 
ernment has "settled" the controversy 
arising out of the murder on Decem- 
ber 8 last of the Rev. Mr. Brooks, of 
the Church Missionary society, on the 
following terms: Two of the murderers 
will be beheaded, one Imprisoned for 
life, one for 10 years and another for 
two years. A memorial chapel will be 
erected upoB the site of the murder, 
and a tablet will be placed in Can- 
terbury cathedral, England, at the ex- 
pense of the Chinese governmenit

Porte to ItuRsta, 

Constantinople, April 2.--T1M Otto- 
man governiaant addresaad « note to 

the Russian embassy declaring that In 
the event of the porte not construct- 
ing railway lines in the Black sea dis 
trlcts bounded by railways akready 
conceded to others, then concessions 
will be granted to Russia. It Is don- 
sldered that the porte in this Way set- 
tles the RuMtea dMMOds la tte 
premises. 

Miners Rstura to Work. 
Blmira, N. Y.. April 2.— The miners 
at Arnot, Pa., who struck again last 
Wednesday, returned to work after a 
consultation with Superintendent Lin- 
ogln, who assured them that the Bloes- 
burg Goal oompany would ksep all 
agreements made with the mlnens at 
the termloaUon of the former strike, 
which ooatlaned U montlw. 

Large Catch of Seals. 
Bt. Johns, N. F., April 2.— The seal- 
ing steamer Newfoundland arrived 
with 21,000 seals. She reports that the 
remainder (rf the fleet are adding daily 
to the catches already reported.

Columbus, O., April L'.— TIio annual 
municipal and toiynsbip elections arc 
being held throughout the state. The 
contests Involve the control of party 
organizations, as well as local office!'. 

In Cincinnati it is the old fi.:li! 
against George £. Cox as the local He 
publioaD leader. The regular Repub- 
lican tkket is beaded by Colonel Julius 
Flelschmann ft>r mayor, and the fusion 
ticket by State Senator Alfred M. Co- 
hen. The latter ticket is equally di- 
vided In the nominations between 
Democrats and anti-Cox Republicans. 
Cohen is a Democrat. Both candidates 
for mayor are prominent Hebrew.s. The 
fusion ticket won easily three years 
ago, but to-day's result will be so oloss 
that parts of sacb ticket will likely be 
elected. 

In ('Icvtdand and Toledo the faction- 
al fighting has made the situations pe- 
culiar. Senator Hanna is quite an lasue 
in both those cities. In Cleveland 
there have been many meetings, but 
none in Cincinnati. In Toledo Mayor 
Sam Jones is a factor for municLpal 
ownership, eq)eclally of the natural 
gas pipe line. In Columbus they elect 
only minor officers, but they have a 
liKht over street railway franchises 
that magnifies the city council into 
parliamentary dimensions. 

At Dayton, Mayor Linderman, with 
a full ticket, stands for re-election, 
with the usual fight on br. J. E. Lowes 
as the Republican leader, and an issue 
for eheaper eity lighting. These local 
Issues, factional fights and opposi- 
tions to alleged bosses indicate that 
party lines will not be drawn closely. 
The women are taking an active part 
in the contests for members of boards 
of education, for which oflices they are 
electors, ajid in many ca.ses candidates. 

Gage Has Authority. 
Waahlngton, April 2. — Attorney 
General Griggs has given an opinion 
to the seoretary of the navy to the 
effect that the secretary of treasury 
has complete authority in the matter 
of disposition of the wrecks of Span- 
ish vessels along the shores of Cuba. 
The opInioB of the attorney general 
on this question is of more than or- 
dinary Importance, as It Involves pri- 
marily the question of United States 
Jurisdiction over the territory in Ques- 
tion. It is addrsssed to the secretary 
of the navy and relates to the wre^k 
of the Spansh steamship Alphonso XII, 
which lies near the entrance to MarltM 
barter, and is sought to be broken 
up by ^rlrate enterprises. 

R^rt on Ahlpplag Bill. 
WashU^gtnMLpril 2— Representative 
Grosvsi^- Ol- Ohio, chairman of the 

house committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries, presented to the house 
the amended aMppIng bill, and the 
report la Its support by the majority 
of the committee constituting all the 
Republican members. The report lays 
Stress on the necessity of our getting 
possession of the Asiatic and African 
markets. The need of abundant es 
tabllshments for the construction, 
docking and repairing of ships, "an 
ade<|uate navy," and a great fleet of 
merchant veesels, all In readiness for 
«<ny exigency. Is asserted by the report 
to be "a self-evident proposition." 

Strike Threatened. 
Indianapolis, April 2.— A general 
strike of union printers employed by 
members of the Natloaal TypotlMte 
may be ordered as a result of a meet- 
ing of the executive board of the order 
In Chicago Tuesday, when seven of the 
nine board members 'votsd to Isvy an 
assessment of $60,000 for the purpose 
of carrying qn the fight against the 
union printers in Kansas City, Mo. The 
executive council of the International 
Typograpbioal union, now in aeasioo 
in this etty, is eonridering the deflant 
attitude of the Typothetae. Mr. Don- 
nelly said that bis organization is pre- 
pared to fight

DE AL CLOS ED. 

Transfer of Street Car Lines at Pitt- 
burg Aftcomplislifd. 

Pittsburg, April 2.— Hy a vote of 
100,000 out of 504,000 shares, the lease 
)f the Consolidated Traction company 
for 90 years to the Union Traction 
company was ratified ct a meeting 
of fhe stockholders. The minority 
protested against the lea.ce and the 
protest was entered on the minutes. 
The capital stock of the Consolidate<1 
Traetitm company is $80,000,000, of 
u-htch $15,000,000 Is common and $1.t,- 
iOO.OOO Is preferred. Only ?9. 650,000 
of the preferred has been issued. The 
Union Traction company will have a 
capital of $80,000,000, 20 per cent paid 
up, and the remainder of tJie stock 
assessable as required. Hon. C. L. Ma- 
gee will be president of the company. 
The new oompany will also control 
the systems of the United Traction 
company and the Monopgehela Street 
Railway company, the only line out- 
side of the combine being the West 
End Traction company. 

Chicago's Ijubor Contest. 
Chicago, April 2. — "From the evi- 
dence we have heard it appears that 
the statutes are not being regarded in 

Chicago's labor contest," said Chair- 
man A. E. Clarke of the industrial sub- 
committee. "The labor men seem to 
enforce their own laws without respect 
to the laws by which all are bound, i 
will not say that the contractors and 
manufacturers are entirely without 
blame. It Is very evident, however, 
ihat the situation in Chicago is most 
desperate and something must be done. 
1 must be completely at sea u.s to what 
recommendations will be made by the 
members of the Industrial commission, 
who have been hearing witnesses in 
this city, but we all agree that there 
must be more regard for law. The 
labor unions, in my opinion, can not 
win by striving to enforce their laws 
by violence or physical strength. Un- 
less they respect fhe laws of the na- 
tion they can not expect to have their 
own laws respected." 

De-tsion oa Painting. 

New York, April 2.— fieneral A» 
praiser Howell has announced his de- 
cision in the matter of the painting 
"The Holy Family," a Rubens, which 
was sent to this country and tentered 
at a value of 132,000 francs. It has 
been sold at public auction at London 
at a considerably higher figure, and the 
customs authorities stopped it and 
held It for a reappraisal. General Ap- 
praiser Howell advances the valuation 
to 198,000 francs, making the duty 20 
per cent, something In the neighbor- 
hood of $7,000. According to law. 
however, there is an inflexible penalty 
attached to goods which are imported 
under a low valuation, and the penalty 
in the case of the painting amounts to 
119,000, making the entire amount 
which must be paid before the paint- 
ing will be delivered about $26,000. 

Plorin BraslTF^lfid. 
Waahlngton, April 2.— An official 

of the state department Just returned 
from Brazil has furnished some inter- 
esting details in regard to the recent 
attempt of a clique of Brasilian army 
officers to incite a revolution, and es- 
tablish a monarchical government 
there. The plan of action, the official 
says, was to operate a military riot in 
front of the prealdent's palaoe, during 
whldi President Campos Sellas was to 
be assassinated, an officer of the revo- 
lutionary l>and declared ruler and 
Brazil proclaimed 9. monarchy. It 
seems, however, that owing to Infor- 
mation furnished by an army officer 
fully cognizant of the brewing con- 
spiracy, the president was at all times 
aware of the plans and pragrsM of the 
revoluttoa. 

No Places Open. 
Waahlngton, April 2.— Consul Gen- 
eral Horace N. Allen, at Seoul, writes 
to the atate department relative to the 
numerous requests of young men in 
this country who have recently left the 
servlcs of the United States, asking 
for ppaHlon as military advisers or in- 
struotora in the Korean army, that 
there is le'deawad for their services 
In that oapadty, Korea having s<n- 
nounced her latention to dispense with 
Uie aaaiatanoe of thU kind. The mines 
and railroads also, aceordinf to Con- 
sul Allen, offer no oppoctitaitlas in 
other than native Koreans.

Washington. April 2 — The senate 
will vote upon the Porto Rican bill 
Tuesday at 4 o'clock and previous to 
that time each session will be devoted 
wholly to this bill. Speeches will be 
made by Senators Bate, Depew, Spoon- 
er, Cullom, Mason, Clay and Culbert- 
8on, and probably by other senators. 
All but two Of the oommittee amend* 
ments have been agreed to by the 
senate. These two relate to a delegate 
tn congress and to citizenship. The 
friends of the bill count upon Its paa- 
sage by a handsome majority, btit it 
is now expected that seven Republi- 
cans will vote against it, the seven 
comprising Senators Davis, Hoar, Ma- 
son, Nelson, Simon' and Wellington. 
Senators McBSnery (Dem.) and some 
independent senators Will vote for tba 

measure. 

The taking of the vote on the Porto 
Rican bill on Tuesday will displace the 
Quay resolution, which was set for 
that day, and Senator Chandler, chair- 
man of the committee on elections, has 
given notice that he will postpone 
calling It up until Wednesday. The 
committee will adjourn the Clark hear- 
ing in order to Rive its attention to 
the Quay resolution Wednesday, but 
as It is not expected that the latter 
matter can be disposed of in one day. 
it is probable that the necessity for 
going on with the Clark case after 
Wednesday will cause another poet- 
ponement of the Quay resolution. It is 
also subject to displacement by appro- 
priation' bills, conference reports and 
the Spooner resolution for the tempor- 
ary government of the Philippines. 

For a Volunteer Army. 

Washington, April 2.— -Representa - 
live Hay of Virginia, one of the prom- 
inent members of the military com- 
mittee of the house, has prepared with 
great care a bill to create out of the 
military states a volunteer army for 
use In war, to supplement the regu- 
lar army. The bill contemplates a gen- 
eral broadening of the basis of the na- 
tional guard. Its equipment with the 
service rifle, and its complete organi- 
zation in time of war Into regiments, 
brigades, divisions and corps, with tlie 
three battalion formation as In the 
regular, and is designed to obviate the 
necessity of a large standing army 
upon the expiration of the prasent law 
July 1, 1901, Increasing the standing 
army to 66,000, and authorizing the 
present volunteer army of 35,000. The 
bill wa« introduced in the house and 
receives additional imi>ortanoe froou 
the fact that Mr. Hay is chairman of 
the Democratic caucus. The bill makes 
all citizens between the ages of 18 and 
45 li.ibie to military aervke la the 
volunteer army. 

Week in the Iloiise. 
Washington, April 2.— The sesslOB 
of the house on Mouday was devoted 
to District of Columbia affairs. On 
Tuesday the house will enter up.;n the 
consideration of the bill to provide 
a civil government for Hawaii. By the 
terms of the order the general debate, 
upon the bill will continue Tuesday 
and Wednesday and on Thursday the 
bill will be read for amendment under 
the five-minute rule. The final vote 
will be taken at 4 o'clock on Thursday. 
Priday wUl be devoted to private pen- 
sion legislation, and Saturday baa bssn 
tiet aside for paying tribute to the 
memory of the lata Richard P. B1•|^L 
of Missouri.

"Any auch measure, if enacted, will, I 
believe, be unique in our whole biatory. 
it will imitate and parallel the acta of 
the British Parliament which forced our 
fatbera to just reaiatance and revolution, 
and led them to establish a Constitution 
which in studied anil explicit terms for- 
bade any auch diseriiiiiimiion. 

"Congress is the creature of the Con- 
stitution, and not the reverse. A law 
passed by Congress is its creation, a mere 
expreaaion of its will. If, therefore las- 
aunlng that the Constitution ilofs not 
exiat in I'orto Rico), Congrebs were to 
enact n statute declaring thai the prt-Hcni 
Constitution shall l)e exlendeii over that 
island it is a statutory Constitui inn and 
a repeal of the statute would eKliag'.<i.ih 
it. Hut the ( onstitutiou ia not BUbject 
to the control oi Congress. 

"I'orto Rico ami its people came tmder 
the society of tlie l iiiteil Statea by force 
of the treaty with S|.ain, and I think all 
will agree that if any part of the people 
of the island leviid war against the 
TTnited States or adlutred to ourenemi' s, 
»\;c., they would l)e guilty of treason. 
[<ut treason is an exclusive defined con- 
stitutional crime, and it cannot exist on 
the ialand unless the Constitution that 
deniaa It ia in force there."
